A MAN is in a critical con¬ 
dition after being attacked 
in Harlow town centre. 

The 52-year-old victim sus¬ 
tained life-threatening injuries 
during the assault outside Harlow 
Bowl, in Terminus Street, at 
8.15pm on Thursday .

malised in April next year. 

The site, which is sandwiched between 
Burnt Mill Lock and Harlow Town Station, is 
currently used by anglers, boaters, birdwatch¬ 
ers, joggers, cyclists and walkers as a base to 
explore the picturesque Maymeads Marsh 
Nature Reserve. 

After the Star reported on the plan to intro¬ 
duce restrictions back in February, furious res¬ 
idents and regular users started a campaign 
urging the authority to retain the car park for 
public use. 

This week Stort Valley Angling Society 
chairman Mick Westby accused the council of 
putting profit before the needs of Harlow res¬ 
idents. 

“I’m absolutely disgusted that these plans 
have been pushed through,” he said. “It’s a dis¬ 
aster for our disabled members and others 
with disabilities who use the area as a conven¬ 
ient access point for the river and footpaths. 


“They’ll now have to trek along a very dan¬ 
gerous road from the Moorhen pub car park to 
reach this area. 

“Surely people living here or visiting the 
Town Park have more right to park here than 
staff from out of town. I expect the council is 
getting a nice fat cheque in return for ignoring 
the needs of the general public.” 

Keen cyclist John Curry, a regular visitor to 
the area, said council staff already have access 
to private parking spaces outside the authori¬ 
ty’s offices in Station Approach. 

“There are plenty of spaces outside 
Goodman House, most of which remain 
empty throughout the working week,” he said. 
“Why the county council thinks it needs the 
Burnt Mill site as an overspill is beyond me.” 

But Tony Hall, Harlow Council’s portfolio 
holder for the environment, said the new 
arrangements would make “best use” of the 
site, adding that the council planned to create 
several additional disabled bays on Burnt Mill 
Lane to cater for Blue Badge holders. 

“The Burnt Mill car park will formalise a 
situation where there was ad-hoc parking,” he 
said. “It is an area that has never been a formal 
car park and therefore best use of space has 
never been utilised. 

“The public have been made aware that the 
Moorhen car park, which is approximately 
200 yards away from the new car park site, is 
free at any time.”

HARLOW Council is count¬ 
ing the cost of a fire that 
ripped through a communi¬ 
ty centre in the early hours 
of Saturday morning. 

It is feared the Nicholls Field 
Play Barn, which is regularly used 
as a base for local community 
groups and changing rooms for 
football teams playing in the 
Harlow District League, may have 
to be demolished after being gut¬ 
ted in the arson attack. 

The building had only recently 
been given a makeover by pupils 
from Passmores Academy, who 
painted colourful murals on the 
exterior walls with help from 
local artist Philip Melling. 

Joel Charles, the council’s port¬ 
folio holder for community and 
citizenship, told the Star: “This 
utterly mindless attack has not 
only deprived local football play¬ 
ers of a changing room but 
robbed the local community of a 
useful facility. 

“The fire damage is so severe 
we have called in structural engi¬ 
neers to assess the stability of the 
barn. Only then will we know if 
the building is salvageable.” 

Firefighters attended the scene 
shortly after 2.30am to find the 
single-story building well alight. 

Crews using breathing appara¬ 
tus battled the flames for more 


than two hours before they man¬ 
aged to extinguish the blaze. A 
high-pressure fan was then used 
to clear the premises of smoke. 

Station officer Dave Barritt 
said: “Firefighters did an excel¬ 
lent job in tackling the fire in the 
community youth centre. Their 
work prevented the fire from 
completely destroying the build¬ 
ing. 

“The fire has now been investi¬ 
gated and we have found it was 
started deliberately.” 

Police are appealling to anyone 
with information about the fire to 
contact officers at Harlow police

calling from outside Essex).

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Police hunt man for indecent assaults on train 


PASSENGERS travelling on a 
train on the Harlow Town line 
could hold clues to the 
identity of a man police want 
to question in connection with 
two indecent assaults. 

The incidents happened on 
board the same Cambridge- 
bound service from Liverpool 
Street on Wednesday, 
November 9 between 7.30pm 
and 8.30pm. Two women were 
indecently assaulted by a 


white man aged 30-39. 
Detective Constable Gerry 
Hughes, of British Transport 
Police, said the victims were 
left traumatised by their 
ordeal. 

"On both occasions the man 
sat next to or near the 
victims and, as the journey 
progressed, assaulted them 
before making his excuses and 
moving away," he said. 
"Thankfully, the victims were 


not physically injured but they 
are traumatised by the 
experience and are still trying 
to come to terms with what 
happened." 

The assaults happened within 
minutes of each other. 

Police have released CCTV 
footage of a man they say 
believe may have key 
information in relation to the 
incident and are appealing to 
anyone who recognises him - 


or has information about the 
incidents - to contact them. 
"We believe the man boarded 
the train at Liverpool Street 
and left the service 
somewhere between Bishop's 
Stortford and Cambridge," 
said DC Hughes.

Council starts upgrade 
to stretch of cycle track 


WORK started this week on 
upgrading a stretch of cycle 
track running through Harlow. 

Around 150 metres of track

Relief as Berecroft 


safety works finish 


SAFETY improvement works to 
scores of homes on the fire-ravaged 
Berecroft estate have now been 
completed following months of 
“unavoidable” delays. 

The neighbourhood was the scene of 
two major fires in recent years and con¬ 
cern over the ease with which flames 
spread through the shared roofspace of 
terraced homes prompted housing associ¬ 
ation South Anglia to agree to replace the 
roofs of 226 properties. 

Unforeseen structural problems delayed 
the £4m project earlier this year but on 
Friday contractors Kier Harlow finished 
work on the final phase. 

Tracy White, managing director of 
South Anglia Housing, told the Star that 
despite the delays the association had 
worked hard to ensure the work was com¬ 
pleted. 

“We have stood by our promise to resi¬ 
dents to invest millions upgrading more 
than 200 roofs in Berecroft and hope the 
fire safety improvements will mean peo¬ 
ple feel safe in their homes,” she said. 

“During the work we had to tackle 
issues which were more complicated than 
our independent engineers and surveyors 
originally anticipated. 

“But we worked hard to overcome all 
obstacles to successfully finish this vast 
project which has brought long-term safe¬ 
ty and a secure future to Berecroft’s resi¬ 
dents.” 

All terraced homes on the estate now

boast modern, lightweight steel roofs with 
firebreak walls. Fascias and soffits have 
been replaced with upgraded materials 
requiring less maintenance. 

New guttering and downpipes have also 
been fitted to homes to ensure good 
drainage. 

Resident Ted Thirley, who was part of a 
nine-strong residents’ quality control team 
set up to scrutinise the work being carried 
out, described the project’s completion as 
a “relief”. 

“When we first heard about the re roof¬ 
ing my wife and I were apprehensive,” he 
said. “But South Anglia and Kier Harlow 
gave us the chance to see the work at every 
stage and nothing was too much trouble 
for them during the project. 

“It was such a relief when we got our 
new roof. Not only is it safer, it also has 
more storage room.” 

Harlow MP Robert Halfon, who backed 
residents’ calls for safety improvement 
works in May last year and helped set up a 
steering committee to oversee the project’s 
delivery, added: “This has been a real 
community effort and residents’ input 
throughout has been dedicated and con¬ 
structive. 

“Berecroft is now a fantastic place to 
live and the new roofs look beautiful. 
South Anglia and Kier Harlow have done 
an excellent job.”

It's time council put a 
stop to these rumours 


SIR, Perhaps it is a new tactic 
that Harlow Council has now 
perfected - a variation of a 
rumour and Chinese whispers - to 
determine what might happen to 
its services. 


One rumour going the rounds 
from council sources is that the 
future of the museum has nearly 
been decided, but let us see what 
variations to our intentions come 
back to us before we put it 
through the official channels. 
What has happened to proper 
consultation with appropriate 


organisations that have already 
expressed an interest in helping? I 
understand Harlow Civic Society 
is such a body but to date have 
not received replies to repeated 
messages for a meeting. 

What is the current situation 
regarding the discretionary 
services that were offered to the 
voluntary and private sectors to 
take over? 

After the launch of the idea which 
was supposed to be resolved in a 
matter of weeks, things have gone 
very quiet but rumours are still 


circulating. As these services are 
supposed to be for local people, is 
it too much to ask as to their 
future prospects? 

The second talking point is 
regarding the scheme to place 
solar panels on all of the housing 
stock owned by the council. This 
was announced in the council’s 
newsletter some time ago. 

The Chinese whisper is that this 
figure will be nearer 200 
properties because Keir, the 
housing maintenance contractor 
will not receive the necessary 


funding from central government 
after the cutbacks in the subsidies 
announced very recently. 

If this is true, one could ask 
whether the council really 
believes in green issues and is 
willing to make sacrifices or was 
it just an attempt to win votes? 
However, I have just joined in the 
game of intercepting rumours 
without hard evidence and it 
would be advisable if the current 
situation was announced.

Publish the results 

SIR, Harlow 2020’s consultation on the 
sustainable community strategy was to be 
welcomed (Star, November 17). However, 
perhaps it would have been better informed if 
Harlow Council had published the results of 
last winter’s consultation on its Local 
Development Framework. 

The council conducted a 10-week public 
consultation exercise on the Core Strategy 
Issues and Options document which ended last 
January but as yet respondents have seen no 
results. The matter has still not been allocated 
for discussion in the Cabinet work plan. 

East Herts Council conducted a similar 
exercise at about the same time and published 
more than 3,000 responses it received last 
spring. Even though the planning system is 
subject to various proposed changes, they then 
brought a comprehensive paper discussing the 
results to committee earlier this summer. 

This East Herts consultation showed that 
nearly 90 per cent of respondents were 
opposed to the concept of Harlow North. Now 
the Localism Bill has received Royal Assent, 
the path is clear for the abolition of the 
Regional Spatial Strategy, removing any 
requirement for East Herts to include Harlow 
North in its plans 

Why has Harlow Council not published its 
results more that nine months after the 
consultation closed? What has it got to hide?

A QUICK-thinking teenager 
who took control when an 
elderly woman started 
choking in a restaurant has 
received an award from the 
Ambulance Institute. 

St John's Ambulance cadet 
Katie Clark (18) was 
working at the Harlow Mill 
Beefeater in February this 
year when she rushed to 
help a customer who had 
collapsed after choking on 
her meal. 

Katie, of Wedgewood Drive, 


Harlow, cleared the area of 
bystanders and then 
administered chest 
compressions for around 15 
minutes until paramedics 
arrived on the scene and 
took over. 

Sadly, despite the best 
efforts of doctors and the 
ambulance crew, the woman 
later died in intensive care. 
But her family was so 
grateful for everything 
Katie did they invited her to 
the funeral. 


Ambulance trust takes 
steps to reduce carbon 
footprint by one third 


THE ambulance trust serv¬ 
ing the Star area has become 
one of just three in the coun¬ 
try to pledge to cut its carbon 
emissions by almost a third. 

The East of England 
Ambulance Service will be 
working with the Carbon 
Trust to reduce its carbon 
footprint by 30 per cent over 
the next five years. 

If it hits its target it will 
also mean the service will 
have saved nearly £6.4m 
which could then be chan¬ 
nelled towards patient care. 

EEAS has set up an envi¬ 
ronmental improvement 
group comprising key man¬ 
agers in relevant depart¬ 
ments to implement an a car¬ 
bon reduction strategy. 

Paul Scott, EEAS director 
of finance, said: “We are 
proud to be one of the first 


ambulance services in the 
country to be working with 
the Carbon Trust on this very 
important campaign. 

“The environmental imp¬ 
rovement group is carrying 
out research across the 
EEAS to identify the full 
range of carbon savings to be 
made and this has already 
resulted in the launch of two 
projects with more in the 
pipeline.” 

One of the initiatives - to 
put computers into ‘hiberna¬ 
tion’ when they have not 
been used for an hour - is 
predicted to save hundreds of 
thousands of pounds by 
2016. 

Another is to use recycled 
paper for external and inter¬ 
nal use. Staff will also be 
encouraged to switch off 
lights and office machinery.

A CONVICTED benefits cheat who contin¬ 
ued to claim money to which she was not enti¬ 
tled has been jailed for six months. 

Susan Ellis (59), of Spinning Wheel Mead, Harlow, 
was given a suspended prison sentence in August 2009 
for falsely claiming £10,000. 

But Chelmsford Crown Court was told on Friday 
she carried on cheating the system and received a fur¬ 
ther £2,778. 

Judge Christopher Ball told Ellis, who pleaded 
guilty to the offence: “The system is being cheated of 
billions of pounds by people like you. 

“The people of Harlow have to know it’s got to stop. 
I have to have regard to the public and reassure them 
cheats are not going to have a soft line.” 

The court heard that Ellis was given the earlier sus¬ 
pended jail sentence for making false claims of nearly 
£10,000 for disability payments, housing benefit and 
council tax. 

However, just over three weeks before her suspend¬ 
ed sentence ran out her son moved in with her and she 
failed to inform the authorities of her change in cir¬ 
cumstances relating to her enititlement ot benefit. 

As a result she fraudulently received £2,778.84 
from August 7, 2009 to August 12, 2010. 

Cyrus Schrof, representing Ellis, said in mitigation: 
“The offence is borne out of stupidity. She has been 
foolish in the extreme. 

“Her family in court are fearful because of a med¬ 
ical condition and there’s concern about her emotional 
wellbeing.” 

However, the judge told her that by sending her to 
jail he was signalling a crackdown on benefits fraud. 

Ellis was given four months for breaching the sus¬ 
pended sentence and two months for the latest offence.

Giant jacket sets 
new world record 


PUPILS at a 
Manchester 
school have 
helped to create 
something that 
puts even 
Joseph’s amazing 
technicolour 
dreamcoat in the 
shade - the 
world's biggest 
jacket! 

The record-breaking 
‘coat of many colours’ 
has been stitched 
together by youngsters 
and parishioners at St 
George’ Church and 
Primary School in 
Stockport.

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A COUPLE of weeks ago 
we asked Nostalgia 
readers to help us solve the 
conundrum of the mysterious 
Hughenden house. 

Staff the Museum of Harlow 
came across the property on 
the front page of a 1920s 
sale catalogue which said it 
was located five minutes 
from Harlow Station - now 
Harlow Mill. 


Three people got in touch 
with the suggestion that the 
property was a former 
council halfway house in Old 
Harlow that no longer exists. 
“I may be wrong but the 
picture looks very much like 
Faircroft House in Old 
Harlow,” wrote Steve Arkell. 
“I lived there for about a 
year around 1997. It used to 
be owned by Harlow Council 
and was a halfway house. I 
don't know much more than 
that but if you search for 
Faircroft House on Google L 
images the two pictures look 
similar.” 


Clare Powell said she 
thought the house used to be 
next to The Swallows. 


“I may be wrong but if not 
then it has recently been 
knocked down to make way 
for new homes,” she added. 
Chris Farmer agreed with the 
halfway house theory, but 
said he had never known the 


building's name before 
seeing it featured in 
Nostalgia. 

“The house was, until earlier 
this year, located on Station 
Road in Old Harlow, and was 
known in more recent time s 
as Faircroft,” he wrote. “It 
had been used for many 


years by the council as a 
shelter for homeless people 
in the town or those awaiting 
council housing. 

“The site became empty 
around 18 months ago, was 
flattened during the spring 
and is now being developed 
for newer housing.”

crematorium 
chapel plans

ARCHITECTS’drawings of 
the proposed £750,000 refur¬ 
bishment of Parndon Wood 
Crematorium - the first 
major overhaul of the facility 
since it was built 50 years ago 
- were unveiled this week. 

The centrepiece of the design is 
an open chapel with large bay 
windows overlooking nearby 
woodland and a stained glass win¬ 
dow. 

Other measures being put for¬ 
ward include a larger covered area 
for mourners to gather, a glazed 
archway and extra park¬ 
ing. 

The plans, which are 
due to be submitted to 
Harlow Council in the 
new year, also feature a 
new hedged garden com¬ 
plete with water feature 
and a glazed, arched roof 
forming the centre piece 
of a new entrance to the 
chapel. 

Additional landscaping 
will also be carried out 
around the chapel, floral tribute 
area and crematorium complex as a whole. 

The revamped design is being overseen 
by Westerleigh, the private operator which 
took up management of the service from 
the council on a 2 5-year lease in July. 

The deal will pave the way for invest¬ 
ment of £3m over the next 25 years. Other 
major items of investment include two new 
cremators and emissions control equip¬ 
ment. 

Tony Hall, the council’s portfolio holder 
for the environment, said: “The point of our 
deal with Westerleigh was to secure new 
investment for a facility that everyone 
agreed was in need of updating. Parndon 
Wood needs to be taken into the 21st centu¬ 
ry with a variety of improvements that the 
council simply could not afford to do. 

“We are very encouraged by the number 
of positive comments about the improve¬ 
ments already made to the grounds and 
graves. These ambitious plans underline 
what we want to do which is to create a 
modern, tranquil but dignified environment 
where people can say farewell to their loved 
ones.” 

Tina Griffin, head of the cemetery’s 
friends group, said: “We are delighted that 
we are being taking seriously and that 
Westerleigh want to listen to our views. 
They have already made a difference to the 
grounds and we believe that they genuinely 
want to work with us to ensure that the best 
possible service is provided.” 

Richard Evans, Westerleigh’s mannaging 
director, said: “The refurbishment of the 
chapel is the next stage in a number of 
improvements we are planning at Parndon 
Wood. 

“The encouraging thing is that our plans 
our based on what regular visitors, local 
people and professionals in the funeral 
industry have told us they want. We believe 
they will create the right environment for 
those attending a funeral service and for 
people who visit graves for years to come.” 

If the plans are approved, work is due to 
start on the refusbishment next summer. 



HARLOW Council is 
redeveloping some housing 
estates in the town. If you are 
a secure tenant, an 
introductory tenant, a 
leaseholder or a freeholder 
and you are affected by the 
redevelopment work, then you 
may be entitled to 
compensation. 

The Land Compensation Act 
1973 and the Housing Act 
1985 (Part II section 26) set 
out entitlements to home loss 
payments and disturbance 
allowance. 

For secure tenants and 
introductory tenants there is 
a requirement that you must 
have lived in your property 
for at least 12 months. At 
present, central Government 
has set the payment at £4,700 
for each household as a home 
loss payment. 

For leaseholders and 
freeholders whose properties 
are part of the redevelopment, 
the council will purchase the 
properties at the market rate. 
If there is a dispute about the 
value, then such disputes can 
be referred to the Upper 
Tribunal (Lands Chamber) in 
London. 

In addition to selling the 
property at the market value, 
leaseholders and freeholders 
who are in occupation of their 
property as their only or main 
residence and who have lived 
in their property for a year 
immediately prior to the 
council redevelopment of 
their area will also be entitled 
to home loss payment equal 
to 10 per cent of the market 
value of the property. The

maximum amount of home 
loss payment in such 
circumstances is £47,000. 

The disturbance allowance is 
intended to compensate the 
tenant and/or occupier for the 
costs they have incurred by 
their displacement and the 
amount payable shall be equal 
to reasonable expenses. All 
tenants, leaseholders and 
freeholders are entitled to this 
payment if they have been 
compulsorily displaced from 
their home, they have been in 
lawful possession and their 
move is permanent. The 
requirement that they must 


have lived in their property 
for at least 12 months also 
applies. 

Tenants who lost their 
property due to 
redevelopment by the council 
are entitled to be re-housed 
by the council. Leaseholders 
and freeholders are expected 
to buy another property to 
resolve their re-housing 
problems.

They also sail off in pursuit of the treasure while 
bold Millie disguises herself as a lad and gets a 


job as cabin boy on board the pirate ship so she 
can be close to her beloved Freddie. 

There are plenty of villains in this production but 
no heroes. The only man to show any bravery is 
the cabin boy... and he turns out to be a girl! 
The antics of the pirates - and their colourful 
language - had the audience in fits of laughter, 
particularly Robbie Chittick’s scrofulous, greedy 
Nobby who manages to eat both the treasure 
map and the treasure. The scene where he 
dresses as a ‘lady’ to try to entice Freddie was 
hilarious. 

A special mention must also go to Geoff Leeds, 
who took on three roles and was very funny in all 
of them, particularly as castaway Ebeneezer. 

This was a thoroughly entertaining voyage of 
discovery. My one complaint: where was Johnny 
Depp? I would have loved to have seen him on 
stage at Moot Hall! Lyn Foley

MUSIC and film fans can enjoy 
a finely-tuned synthesis of jazz 
and silent film at St John’s ARC 
tonight (Thursday) as piano 
virtuoso Keith Nichols returns 
to the venue. 

The BBC Jazz Heritage Award 
winner will provide the musical 
backdrop to classic films featuring 
Buster Keaton, Charlie Chaplin 
and Laurel & Hardy during a 
largely improvised set embracing 
classic ragtime, jazz, boogie- 
woogie and swing. 

A former child prodigy who 
became Great Britain Junior 
Champion on the piano accordion 
in 1960, Keith also plays the 
trombone, soprano saxophone 
and vibraphone as well as being a 
talented arranger. 

In 1976, he was invited by Bing 
Crosby to record one of the 
crooner's final albums, Feels 
Good, Feels Right, and the 
following year led the highly 
acclaimed Midnite Follies 
Orchestra. 

He also performed at Carnegie 


Hall with the New Paul Whiteman 
Orchestra in the late 1970s 
Considered one of the world’s 
foremost authorities on classic 
jazz and ragtime, his 
achievements in promoting the 
early jazz styles were 
acknowledged by the BBC’s Jazz 
Heritage Award in 2004. 

John Petters, the man behind the 
ARC’S regular monthly jazz gigs, 
told the Star: “Keith is a superbly 
talented pianist and we’re looking 


forward to another outstanding 
evening of music. 

“Ragtime and jazz developed in 
parallel with the silent cinema and 
Keith is believed to be the only 
jazz performer to regularly 
provide the musical backdrop for 
these classic comedy 
masterpieces.”

IN the summer of 1956, Marilyn 
Monroe came to Pinewood 
Studios in Buckinghamshire to 
shoot The Prince and The 
Showgirl with Sir Laurence Olivier. 
It was a fascinating collaboration: the 
most famous woman in the world 
opposite the greatest stage actor of a 
generation. What could possibly go 
wrong? 

The on-set diary and memoir of third 
assistant director Colin Clark revealed 
that Monroe consistently turned up 
late on set, driving Olivier to the brink 
of madness as the production fell 
woefully behind schedule. 

While the cast including Dame Sybil 


Thorndike looked on, the director and 
his leading lady clashed. Clark, just 23 
at the time and fresh out of Oxford, 
became a go-between, winning the 
trust of the emotionally fragile starlet. 
Clark (Eddie Redmayne) hails from 
privileged stock and thanks to family 
connections, he secures a position 
working as assistant to Sir Laurence 
(Kenneth Branagh). 

From the moment Marilyn (Michelle 
Williams) arrives, Olivier is smitten 
and his wife Vivien Leigh (Julia 
Ormond) wearily tolerates the 
obsession. But on set, Olivier’s desire 
turns to frustration as Marilyn fluffs 
takes and turns up late. 

Celebrity photographer Milton H 
Greene (Dominic Cooper), who is 
part of Marilyn’s entourage with acting 
coach Paula Strasberg (Zoe 


Wanamaker), issues a warning: 
“Accept Marilyn on her terms and you 
will be okay. Try to change her and 
she’ll drive you crazy.” 

So Olivier asks Colin to win his 
leading lady’s trust and get her to the 
set on time. 

While Colin falls under Marilyn’s spell 
and extinguishes a burgeoning 
romance with wardrobe mistress Lucy 
(Emma Watson), the screen siren 
argues with her husband, writer 
Arthur Miller (Dougray Scott). 

My Week With Marilyn crafts Clark’s 
recollections of that turbulent period 
into a bittersweet drama laden with 
the cream of British acting talent. 
Adrian Hodges’s script glistens with 
polished one-liners and provides 
Michelle Williams with a show¬ 


stopping role as a cinematic icon that 
richly deserves Oscar recognition. 

She could never match the full 
luminosity of Monroe but comes 
close, capturing the vulnerability and 
mood swings, the naivete and inner 
conflict. 

Redmayne exudes the innocence of a 
young man getting his heart broken 
for the very first time while Branagh is 
a comic whirlwind, responding to 
each setback with a barbed quip. 

The era is handsomely recreated, 
tinged with the sadness that only six 
years after Olivier’s battle of words 
with Monroe she would be dead. 

But in Simon Curtis’s thoroughly 
entertaining film, her star still burns 
white hot.

Throwing a little light 
on how to ensure you 
make your tree a star 


Christmas trees 


A FTER carefully inspecting the various 
shapes and sizes of Christmas trees on 
offer, you've chosen the one you want 
and have even managed to fit it in the car! 
Now all that's left is the fun bit - the 
decoration. Or is it? 

Actually setting up your tree, lighting it, 
keeping it fresh and decorating can take 
hours if you want it to look good, so don't 
rush into it. Follow these simple tips and 
you can ensure your tree looks great 
throughout the festive season. 

Keep your tree fresh and green 

Cut the stump of the tree with a fresh cut 
and place it in water as soon as you get it 
home. A fresh-cut tree will absorb a great 
deal of water at first so it's important to 
check and refill the water level regularly. Be 
sure to place your Christmas tree in a stand 
that has a large water reservoir and keep it 
filled. 

Lights and decorations 

When decorating your Christmas tree put 



the lights on first, then any garlands, then 
the ornaments. By putting the lights on first 
it will not only give you a clearer idea of 
shape but avoids knocking off any 
ornaments. Don't skimp on the lights either. 
You'll almost always need more than you 
think so make sure they're all working and 
in good order before you start. 

Work from the inside out 

Start arranging Christmas tree lights on the 
branches near the base and middle of the 
tree. Weave strings of lights along the 
branches inside, and then move to the outer 
edges of the branches. This will ensure your 
tree is lit to its depth rather than just on 


the outside edges. 

Ornaments 

Don't hang all of your ornament on the tips 
of the branches. Place ornaments and other 
decorations 'inside' your tree to add depth 
and interest. 

Filling the space available 

Start by arranging the 'filler' ornaments 
evenly spaced around the tree. This might 
include basic solid colour balls that are 
widely available fairly cheaply in a wide 
range of colours to co-ordinate and 
enhance your decorating scheme. You'll 
need about 20 fillers for every two feet of 
Christmas tree. 

Special, themed and collectible 
ornaments 

Leave your best until last! Mix your one-of- 
a-kind special ornaments between the basic 
fillers. If you can, use at least 10 special 
themed ornaments for every two feet of 
tree. As your collection grows, put the 
special ornaments closer together. 


Making a Bond at 
your party - with 
a classic cocktail 


Christmas cocktails 


T HANKS to the re-imagining of 
classic recipes, cocktails are 
currently experiencing a 
renaissance and nothing gets a 
Christmas party off to a start like a 
cocktail. 

Synonymous with celebrations and 
entertaining, cocktails conjure up 
images of the exuberance of the jazz 
age and the sophistication of James 
Bond. 

Their diversity and endless capacity for 
reinvention and evolution means there's 
always something to suit everyone. A 
cocktail can mean anything from a 
classic martini, warming winter toddy, 
or, increasingly, a non-alcoholic 
mocktail. 

Before you start, a good cocktail shaker 
is essential. Always shake until very cold 
and keep a firm grip on the lid. 

An ice crusher is another great idea so 
you can chill glasses as well as 
ingredients, and a jigger will make sure 
you get perfect measures. 

Cocktails can be as classic or as 
adventurous as you choose, but here 
are just a few recipes to get you started. 

Christmas Sunset 

3 shots gin; 1 shot dry vermouth; 1 shot

lemon juice; 1 shot orange juice; 1/2 shot 
grenadine 

A pink, tart, fruity martini. Simply shake 
with ice and strain into a glass. 

Snowball 

1 shot advocaat; 1 shot lemonade; 1 shot 
lime juice 

Mix ingredients in a blender and pour 
into a glass 

Black Santa 

1 shot coffee liqueur; 1/2 shot Schnapps, 
peppermint; 1 shot vodka 
Pour the vodka and Kahlua coffee 
liqueur into an old-fashioned glass half- 
filled with ice cubes. Add the 
peppermint schnapps and serve. 



Cranberry Kick 

1 shot vodka; I shot cranberry liqueur 
(De Kuyper is a good one); dash of lime 
juice; cranberry juice 
Half fill a highball glass with cubed ice. 
Pour in one shot of cranberry liqueur 
and one shot of vodka. Top with 
cranberry juice. Stir the ingredients 
together. Add a squeeze of lime juice 
and garnish with a slice of lime. 

Christmas Pudding 

1 part Drambuie; 5 parts stout 
(Guinness); 1 part Southern Comfort 
Combine ingredients in a red wine glass 

Festive Orange Fruity 

5 fluid oz orange juice; 5 fluid oz tonic 
water or lemonade; orange slice 
Mix all ingredients in a cocktail 
shaker/stirrer and pour into an 
unusually shaped glass. Add crushed ice 
and decorations to create a great 
speciality drink without alcohol.

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W HILE we all like to sparkle 
over the Christmas period, 
sometimes we can end up 
looking more like Santa, than the 
fairy on top of the tree.

Clean up your act 

Before the hordes of family and friends 
descend on your home, it's worth 
thinking about how you can make the 
cleaning more than just a seasonal 
chore.

Christmas gifts for friends and 
family very reasonably. Presented 
well, they will be hard to beat. 
Traditional gifts such as sweet 
treats and preserves are a good 
idea but don't be afraid to branch 
out a little and try something 
unusual such as flavoured vodka for 
the adults or edible tree baubles. 

Cranberry vodka 

The cranberries give this vodka a 
brilliant ruby colour that looks so 
Christmassy. It needs two weeks 
before it can be bottled, and three 
to four weeks before it can be 
drunk and will keep in the freezer 
almost indefinitely. 

Ingredients: 250g fresh or frozen 
cranberries; pared zest of 2 
oranges; 175-200g caster sugar, to 
taste; 1 litre unbranded vodka 


Method: Put the cranberries into a 
shallow dish and stab them with a 
fork, but don't reduce to a mush. 

Put them into two sterilised, wide¬ 
necked jars with lids, with the strips 
of orange zest and the sugar. Pour 
over the vodka, seal and leave 
somewhere dark for two weeks, 
shaking the jar now and then (about 
once a week), until the sugar has 
dissolved. Strain the liquid through 
a muslin- lined sieve into a jug, 
decant into sterilised bottles, seal 
and label. 

Decorate the bottles with a ribbon, 
some wrapping ties or a Christmas 
decoration. 

Nutty panforte 

These are very easy but look so 
impressive and are perfect to give 
as presents or take to a Christmas up to two weeks. 
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party. 

Ingredients: Rice paper for lining 
and wrapping; 200g blanched 
almonds, toasted; 200g skinned 
hazelnuts, toasted; lOOg pecans; 
lOOg pistachios, shelled; 200g dried 
cranberries; 175g plain flour; 2 tsp 
ground cinnamon; 1/2 tsp grated 
nutmeg; 200g icing sugar; 200g 
clear honey 

Method: Preheat the oven to 
160°C/fan140°C/gas 3. Line the base 
of a 15cm square tin with rice paper. 
In a large bowl, combine all the nuts 
and the cranberries. Add the flour 
and spices and mix well. Put the 
sugar and honey in a large 
saucepan over a low heat and 
dissolve slowly. Continue cooking 
until it turns a light caramel colour. 
Pour over the nut and flour mixture 
and mix very well. (Don't worry if 
the mixture is very thick; be patient 
- it will come together.) 

Spoon the mixture into the tin and 
press down well to make sure it is 
level, then bake for 25 to 30 
minutes. Leave to cool slightly, then 
turn out on a wire rack and leave 
until cold. Cut into slices. 

To assemble your gift: arrange the 
panforte slices in a box layered with 
sheets of rice paper. It will keep for

Time spent in the kitchen preparing 
food for family and friends is one of 
the great pleasures but often by the 
time the revelries begin you are too 
worn out to enjoy them. Preparation 
is undoubtedly the key and if you can 
get ahead you're more likely to enjoy 
the big day with the rest of the 
family. 

Start menu planning now 

Draw up menus for all the meals you 
plan to make over the Christmas 
holidays well in advance, including all 
drinks, breakfasts and snacks.

The list 

Shopping is one of the biggest jobs at 
Christmas, so to simplify the task 
make a master-shopping list of 
everything you will need, including any 
new cooking equipment. 

Divide the list into perishable and non- 
perishable goods including wines and 
spirits. Buy all non-perishable goods, 
wines and spirits well in advance as 
many supermarkets and shops stock 
them as early as October. 

Many online wine and drinks 
companies will sell wines in mixed 
cases and will recommend wines 
suitable for Christmas food so use 
their expertise. They also deliver, one 
less job to do. 

Order any specialist goods (perishable 
and non-perishable) well in advance 
and check if they deliver. 

Perishable goods don't need to be 
bought on Christmas Eve.

T HE top 12 must-have toys for 
Christmas this year include a 
mix of old favourites and up-to- 
the-minute technology. 

The list of “dream toys", released by the 
Toy Retailers Association (TRA) for the 
festive season, includes favourites such 
as Fireman Sam, Elmo and a Nerf Vortex 
Nitron Blaster gun.

H ONDA caused quite a stir 
when it launched its 
previous generation 
Civic. To say it was a radical 
departure from the norm is an 
understatement. 

Aimed at attracting younger 
drivers to the brand, its radical 
appearance went some way to 
helping Honda towards its goal. 
What we have now is the ninth 
generation Civic, a car packing 
greater levels of refinement and 
comfort while also delivering a 
driving experience that should 
please those seeking a bit of fun 
from their daily commute. In 
diesel form the car is also 
considerably cleaner. 

This Civic’s overall stance might 
be similar to the previous car 
but it’s been softened slightly 
fore and aft. A black centre 
section replaces the glossy nose 
of old, while at the back the 
design of the car’s light bar has 
been toned down. Plus its been 
repositioned as part of tailgate 
redesign to boost rearward 
visibility. And there’s now a rear 
wiper - proof that Honda does 
listen to customer feedback. 
Overall, though, the Civic 
retains its athletic-looking 
profile. The glass area has been 
reduced to exaggerate the 
'sporty' character, along with the 
inclusion of the steeply raked 
windscreen. 

The sporty theme continues 


inside with the driver’ 
environment divided into an 
almost wraparound section 
including the main instruments 
and gearlever, making you feel 
like you’re in the cockpit of a 
racing car. 

The rest - high level digital 
speedometer, audio unit, climate 
controls - are above and to the 
left respectively where you’d 
expect them. 

Unusually for a car in this class, 
cabin space is also good. It’s 
often a compromise - good up 
front but only fine for children 
in the back - but Honda touts 
the Civic as having class-leading 
cabin space and adult-friendly 
rear le groom. 

Furthermore, the Civic’s load 
carrying abilities are no less 


impressive. There’s a second 
trunk compartment in the boot 
floor for your valuables, and 
with 477 litres and 1,378 litres 
available with the rear seats up 
and folded flat respectively, the 
new Civic follows in the 
footsteps of the smaller Jazz 
with its above-average carrying 
capacity 

And like the Jazz, the Civic 
comes with ‘magic’ seats. These 
rear seats not only fold flat but, 
as part of the 60:40 split 
arrangement, they can be folded 
upright to reveal a further load 
option for tall items. In a few 
quick moves both the seat back 
and cushion can be locked out of 
the way to accommodate Aunt 
Ethel’s large pot plant. 

Honda isn’t just satisfied 


appealing to our practical side, 
though. The Civic’s three 
engines - two petrol, one diesel - 
have been revamped to deliver 
more savings at the pump and 
when paying the tax man. In 
manual transmission guise they 
all get the now expected engine 
stop-start feature for good 
measure. A five-speed auto 
option is available for the 1.8 
petrol Civic. 

Petrol power remains the 
dominant option in the Civic 
line-up but the big changes have 
been reserved for the 2.2-litre 
diesel engine, which has gained 
10 more horsepower yet dropped 
24g to register llOg/km CO 2 and 
is now EU5 rated. This is 
obviously a big deal, and with 
such tax-friendly credentials the 


car is now a more attractive 
proposition for company car 
drivers. 

For all the changes, has Honda 
succeeded in rounding off the 
Civic’s quirky corners? By and 
large, yes. On the road the car’s 
new electric power steering has 
been cleverly calibrated to 
deliver a good balance of weight 
and feel. The redesigned manual 
gearshift is more accurate and 
requires less effort. Forward 
visibility is good, the view rear 
is better. 

The general ride is on the firm 
side of supple. It’s clearly biased 
towards reducing pitch and roll 
in the corners but the strut front 
and rear beam axle set-up has 
been honed to deliver an 
impressively sophisticated ride 
on even the worst urban roads. 
With four trim levels boasting 
generous levels of kit, a cabin 
delivering a high quality 
ambience and above average 
levels of space and a flexible 
load carrying capacity that’s 
hard to beat elsewhere, Honda’s 
attention to detail should be 
commended. 

Style-wise, this Civic is less 
polarising and its on road 
performance is more rounded 
and mature. It’s still fun, 
though. In fact, with the 
improvements to its engine 
range it could now be described 
as good clean fun.

Boss wants fan power to boost bid for third FA Trophy upset 



DANNY Chapman’s Hawks will look 
to complete a hat-trick of wins over 
Ryman League premier division 
opponents when they host Lowestoft 
Town in the third and final qualifying 
round of the FA Trophy this Saturday.

“Lemonius has injured his knee. He has to get 
properly fit first.”
